A Steam PIo-w at WorE 

.k Fargo, D. T., letter to the Boston 
Juuriud says : .\fter all lliat has been

steam plow in this country, it remains for 
an ingenious Englishman to invent and 
l>l!ice ill, successful working a steam plow. 
.).:0. AUori, of Lccd.n, England, agent for 
John Fowler it Go. , tlio nianufacturors of 
atoahi plows at J.eeds,.i3' accoiiiplishing 
.sqjnp' oxcojjentjyork on^thq.'Aurora farm, 
belonging to Cnptain Thoin.is \\ . Ilnnt, 
at lllaiichard, D. T.. Jt.is attracting !i 
great doaV of- nttontion, .•Mid ifhnnnrs are 
coming long ^{.stancos to see ihss plow at 
\^orl?. Two rfcnorradus traction engines 
are placed about {jOO'ttrBOO yards apart, 
liunoatli each engine and bolted to the 
boiler is a steel drum about tivo feet in 
diameter. To thi.s drum is attached a 
steel cable about throe-quarters of an 
inch in diameter, ."lOO yards long, and ca- 
pable of sustaining a weight of thirty 
tons, which drags the [.low tu and fro 
across the field. The phnv is a frame- 
work of iron resting ui)on two largo 
wheels ; on one side of this frame are 
tirmly fi.\od si.\ plows with colters that 
cut six furrows si.\tcen inches wide each 
time the machine crosses the field. On 
the (ft^iral of the plow at the end of th« 
furrow flio gauge changes positinn, and 
the plows' that have been in the air are 
lowered ami ready to start back. One 
man is sutlicient to guide the plow, and 
seated over the, body of the machini>. di- 
rects one of the two large wheels in the 
furrow last turned by means of a hand- 
wheel. Each engine is of about forty- 
horse power, and weighs about ."lixteen 
tons. When the plow roaches one side of 
the iield the engine on that side m-ives 
ahead eight feet, the operation taking 
three n.nd,-,Pin)-half mintites only, and the 
plow isrstarted back to the other side of 
the (iold. The plow will break from 
twenty-five acre.i per day, .Tceording to 
the soil, location, antl lay nf ihe laiul, 
etc. It also docs harrowing." 

A Villain Sicrsed Hioiit. — .Joe 
Harrison, who wa.s jiltiid on the Ith of 
.iuly by Wi.s.s Cutler, a fiiir young 
tcaehor of thefiY^qUoIwstonc , valley, 
T., attempted the same evening to 
drown himself in— the --river. His 
friends rescued hinifas hojsvas sinking, 
and on the folJowiiig moniiiig lie cal- 
led on Mi.ss Cutler. As the. young 
lady entered the. parlor, without a 
word Harrison drew a revolver, and 
as the young lady screamed he fired 
three shots in ([uick .suocesir'ioii, each of 
■which inflicted a .serious wound. He 
was seized immediately and carried to 
jail. On tile followitig night a band of 
maslced men surrc.inded the jail, dis- 
armed the keepers, and took llarrison, 
throwing a n'noscd lariat around his neck, 
to a tree. Placing him upon a dry goods 
box and throwing the l.iriat over a low 
limb-'and making it fast, the l)o.\ was 
kicked from under him, and as he dangled 
in tho air a volley of bullets wa;) fired by 
the ih'askod lyncliers -which riddled Har- 
rison's body. He was found swinging in 
tho air by (ho .itage load bound for Big 
Timber.
